Dear Fellow Minis- 
ters and Co-work- 
ers in the Gospel: 

Almost never in 
the centuries of the 
Christian era has 
the historic Chris- 
tian faith been sub- 
jected to such ve- 
hement persistent 
and organized op- 
position, and on so 
many fronts, as is 
true today.

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WHAT EASTER MEANS TO THE CHRISTIAN 


On Easter we look two directions: first, back to the 
glorious resurrection day of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus 
Christ, who came forth from the grave victorious over 
death, giving to all Christianity an eternal hope; then, 
toward the future, and by faith see the Lord Jesus 
descending with a shout and the voice of an archangel 
and the trump of God, and the righteous dead coming 
forth from their graves in the sea and in the earth, and 
join the living who are changed in a moment in the 
twinkling of an eye, and all together mount the cloud 
of glory, awating the saved of all ages, in the air. There- 
fore, the anniversary of Christ’s glorious resurrection 

as become the happiest and most meaningful day the 

orld has ever known. It was a day joyous beyond de- 
scription for the disciples when they met their risen, 
radiant, glorified Lord. John said, “Then were the dis- 
ciples glad when they saw the Lord.” 

Their first meeting with Christ, and His call to them, 
“Follow me,” as well as His commission, had made pro- 
found impressions upon them; but of all the impressions 
He had ever made on them, the actual evidence of His 
being resurrected made the greatest, and worked an amaz- 
ing transformation in their lives. The death and burial of 
Christ Jesus had left them perplexed, disappointed and 
disillusioned, for all their hopes had been built on a 
living Christ; therefore, a dead Christ meant the end of 
everything. 

Note the pathos in these words they addressed to the 
unrecognized Christ on the Emmaus road, “We trusted 
that it had been he which should have redeemed Israel,” 
Luke 24:21. Actually, His crucifixion had been the death 
of their hopes, their faith, their aspirations. They thought 
their faith had been misplaced and all their sacrifices 

nd labors thrown away. Thus had their faith shrunken 
a the philosophy of the materialists, who say death ends 

ll and that there is no soul left to survive it. Further, 
they say that what we Christians call the soul is just 
the result of glandular and nervous processes and ceases 
with the cessation of those processes at death. Then, 
of course, there are heretics who teach that the soul is 
a combination of body and spirit, and when they are 
separated nothing survives. But what theory could have 
been more disconcerting and faith-blighting to them or 
to us than that of the materialist or the argument of 
the latter philosophy either. Such arguments really out- 
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rage our sense of justice when we consider the injustices 
that go unrectified in this life. We know that if many 
wrongs are ever rectified, it will be in another life under 
different conditions. But if death ends all, God’s moral 
government for His creation falls to pieces. Our sense of 
justice, which surely came from God, cries out for wrongs 
to be righted, for the ill-used to be compensated, for the 
suffering righteous to be rewarded, and the impenitent 
unrighteous to receive their due punishment. Then again, 
promising lives are cut off long before their promise has 
had opportunity to be fulfilled, and, also, even when 
people live to a ripe age, many times their richly endowed 
lives are but at the beginning of their potentialities when 
death terminates their lives. Therefore, for life to reach 
its full possibilities, there must, of all necessity, be a life 
of grand reality and activity after death. Those who 
believe in the perishability of man’s soul, actually, like 
all other heretical-minded people, find a few scriptures 
that they warp and twist and misconstrue in an effort 
to establish their argument. For instance, they quote Eccl. 
3:19, 20, “For that which befalleth the sons of men be- 
falleth beasts; even one thing befalleth them: as the 
one dieth, so dieth the other; yea, they have all one 
breath; so that a man hath no preeminence above a 
beast: for all is vanity. All go unto one place; all are 
of the dust, and all turn to dust again.” Yet, verse 21 
destroys their argument, “Who knoweth the spirit of 
man that goeth upward, and the spirit of the beast that 
goeth downward to the earth?” Here it is plainly shown 
that there is a difference in the destination of the spirit 
of man and the spirit of beasts. 

The scriptures throughout emphatically and positively 
show that the soul of man survives his physical death. 
In fact, notice in this same book, chap. 12:7, these words, 
“Then shall the dust return to the earth as it was: and 
the spirit shall return unto God who gave it.” In Gen. 
35:18 we read where Rachel named her son “as her 
soul was in departing” from her dying body. Then you 
remember Elijah prayed, “Let this child’s soul come unto 
him again,” 1 Kings 17:21, which clearly sets forth the 
fact of the soul’s continued existence though disembodied. 
In further support of this blessed fact we read in Heb. 
12:23 of the spirits of just men being made perfect; and 
in Rev. 6:9; 20:4, we have mention of the souls of the 
martyrs in heaven. So, for the disciples as for us, the 
clouds of doubt, and uncertainty were driven back as 
Christ Jesus, in person, revealed Himself unto the two 
disciples at Emmaus and later burst in upon the group as 
they sat together in the upper room full of despair and 
fear. His presence completely changed the situation for 
them and for us. Sorrow gave place to joy, fear to confi- 
dence, cowardice to courage; life had become a new thing; 
sweet and precious were the hours they spent with Him 
whom they thought was lost to them forever. You remem- 
ber that at His death they had returned to Jerusalem 
full of despair, but now they see Him in an entirely new 
light. Simon Peter had confessed Him to be Christ, the 
Son of the living God, and yet death had shaken that 
faith; but now His deity shines forth, and in a spirit of 
awe and adoration even Thomas, who had doubted His 
resurrection more than the others, upon seeing Him, 
exclaimed, “My Lord and my God.” That is, he recognized 
Him not only as being alive, but as verily man and 
verily God. 

It is quite certain that the disciples had, like the pagan

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The Resurrection 


of Our Lord

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“Remember that Jesus Christ of the 
seed of David was raised from the 
dead according to my gospel,” 2 
Tim. 2:8. 

Jesus Christ was really and truly 
man. Paul says He was “of the seed 
of David.” True He was divine, and 
His birth was not after the ordinary 
manner of men, but still He was in 
all respects partaker of our human 
nature and came of the stock of 
David. We do not spiritualize the in- 
carnation and suppose that God was 
here as a phantom, or that the whole 
story is but an instructive legend; but 
in flesh and blood did the Son of 
God abide among men. 

In the text it is implied that Jesus 
died. He could not have been raised 
from the dead if He had not first gone 
down among the dead and been one 
of them. The crucifixion was no de- 
lusion. The piercing of His side with 
a spear was most clear and evident 
proof that He was dead. His heart 
was pierced, and the blood and water 
flowed therefrom. As a dead man, He 
was buried in Joseph’s new tomb. 

Then comes the grand truth— 
Jesus rose again! 

1. The resurrection of our Lord is 
a tangible proof that there is an- 
other life. 

We have no doubt as to a future 
existence, for Jesus existed after 
death. We have no doubt as to a para- 
dise of future bliss, for Jesus went 
to it and returned. Though He has 
left us again, yet that coming back 
to tarry on earth forty days has 
given us a sure pledge that He will 
return a second time, when the hour 
is due, to catch away the living saints 
and resurrect the dead in Christ, for 
they shall rise first. 

His return from among the dead 
is a pledge to us of existence after 
death, and we rejoice in it. His resur- 
rection is also a pledge that the body 
will surely live again and rise to a 
superior condition. He said, “Handle 
me and see,” and then to Thomas, 
“Reach hither thy hand and thrust 
it into my side.” He was no mere 
spirit, since spirit hath not flesh and 
bones; He called for something to eat, 
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as if to show how real His body was. WWA fe 


Because of death many have real- 
ized the grave, but they have not 
realized the life beyond the grave. 
The rising of our Lord Jesus Christ 
being certain, we may rest assured of 
the existence of another world. This 
fact is better proved than any other 
event in history; the witness to it is 
far stronger than that to anything 
else written, either in profane or 
sacred records. 

2. Christ rising from the dead was 
the seal to all His claims. 

It was true that He was sent of 
God, for God raised Him from the 
dead in confirmation of His mission. 
He had said, “Destroy this temple, 
and in three days I will raise it up.” 
Death could not keep Him a contin- 
ual prisoner, because He had not ac- 
tually come under sin; and though 
He took our sin and bore it by im- 
putation, and therefore died, yet He 
had no fault of His own, and must, 
therefore, be set free when His im- 
puted load had been removed. 

His rising from the dead proved 
His claim to deity. We are told in 
another place that He was proved 
to be the Son of God with power by 
the resurrection from the dead. 

3. The resurrection of Jesus, accord- 
ing to Scripture, was the acceptance 
of His sacrifice. 

By His resurrection, evidence was 
given that He had fully endured the 
penalty which was due human guilt. 
Jesus stood in the sinner’s stead and 
died; and when He had done that 
nothing more could be demanded of 
Him, for he that is dead is freed from 
the law. When a man is guilty of a 
capital offence, condemned to be 
hanged, and is hanged, what more 
has the law to do with him? It has 
executed its sentence upon him. If 
he were brought back to life again, he 
would be clear from the law; no law 
could touch him—he would have suf- 
fered the penalty. Jesus suffered the 
penalty for our sins, and we are set 
free from the law of sin when we 
believe on Jesus Christ. Jesus lives, 
and His life is the assurance of our 
justification. He lives, and we live in 


Him, and are clear also by virtue of 
our union with Him. Is not this a 
glorious doctrine! this doctrine of 
the resurrection’ in its bearing upon 
the justification of His people. The 
Lord Jesus gave Himself for our sins, 
but He rose again for our justifica- 
tion. 

4. His resurrection was a guaran- 
tee of His people’s resurrection. 

We were crucified with Christ; we 
were buried with Christ; and we are 
risen together with Christ. Yea, He 
hath raised us up together and made 
us sit together in heavenly places in 
Christ Jesus. He says, “Because I 
live ye shall live also.” If Christ 
not raised from the dead, your fait 
is vain, our preaching is vain, ye are 
yet in your sins, and those that have 
fallen asleep in Christ have perished; 
but if Christ hath been raised from 
the dead, then all His people must 
be raised also. God hath made the 
saints one with Christ, and if Christ 
has risen, all the saints must rise too. 

It is not ours to know that our 
brethren are merely living in heaven, 
but also that their mortal parts are in 
divine custody, securely kept till the 
appointed hour when the body shall 
be reanimated and the perfect man 
shall enjoy the adoption of God. 

We are sure that our dead men 
shall live; together with Christ they 
shall rise. No power can hold in 
durance the redeemed of the Lord. 
“Let my people go” shall be a co 
mand as much obeyed by Death a 
once by the humbled Pharaoh who 
could not hold a single Israelite in 
bondage. The day of deliverance com- 
eth on apace.

With the eye of faith I have looked 
upon Jesus, the Babe in Bethlehem’s 

anger, at the same time hearing the 
@::.: of the angels, and I thought it 
was grand. I have seen Him as a little 
boy in the Temple at Jerusalem, per- 
plexing the learned doctors with His 
questions and answers, and I thought 
it was grand. I have beheld Him as 
He met and overcame the champion 
of hell’s empire, and I thought it was 
grand. I have see Him as he went 
about healing the sick, raising the 
dead, casting out devils, and calming 
the tempest, and I thought it was 
grand. I have gazed on Him in the 
garden of Gethsemane, when by the 
sweat of His brow and blood of His 
heart He seized the wandering earth 
and heaved it into an orbit where it 
might revolve in reach of God and 
heaven, and I thought it was grand. 
I have watched Him as He hung dying 

n the old heathen cross, and heard 

@: shout of triumph, and I thought 

t was grand. But, as I have seen Him, 
bursting the bands of death and up- 
rising from the tomb, with the keys 
of hell and of death and the grave 
chained to His girdle, all the grand 
scenes of the past pale out like the 
stars before the rising sun, and suf- 
fuses infloods of glory. Oh praise Him 
forever! 

HE IS NOTHING BUT JOSEPH 
THE CARPENTER’S SON. “He called 
himself the Son of God,” they said 
mockingly, but bade Him come down 
from the cross. It is no wonder that 
Hell was watching with an expecta- 
tion of victory. They finally stripped 
the robe from Him. He hung in the 
presence of three worlds as though 
He had no friends, no home, and no 

ne to help Him. “He came to his own, 
@: his own received him not.” 

There He hangs, the best pledge 
that God can give to a world that is 
wrapped in darkness and pain. It is 
no wonder that Hell became jubilant. 
He hangs there for three hours upon 
the cross and utters seven truths, the 
last utterance being, “It is finished.” 
As He gives up the ghost, this old 
world becomes black; the graves be- 
gin to open; and God, the Father, and 
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the angels veil their faces because 
they cannot look upon Him. When He 
cries, “My God, My God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” He is taking the 
sinner’s place, and God reverently 
covers His face and stops His ears in 
order not to hear the cry of His only 
Son, His blessed child. Oh, the pain 
and suffering of that hour! ‘ 

It was an hour of suffering, bleed- 
ing, and dying as He said, “My God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” The 
last groan escaped Him; the last 
twitch of His face ceased; and He 
said, “It is finished.” Now what hap- 
pens? Jerusalem lighted at midday 
with candles; the city wrapped in 
midnight darkness; the rocks rend- 
ing; the graves opening and the Ro- 
man soldiers saying, “We believe this 
was the Son of God.” Joseph comes 
and begs His body, and they take Him 
down and wrap Him in some clean 
linen and bury Him in Joseph’s new 
tomb. Then the devils says, “Our only 
hope lies in the fact that He will 
never rise again.” 

What do they do? They roll a great 
stone over the mouth of the grave; 
they place the seal upon it, and the 
devil and Hell says, “He is a failure, 
this man that came and lived and 
said that he was the Son of God, 
who gathered a few illiterate fisher- 
men and some women about him, who 
in his hour of need have deserted 
him.” 

When Jesus Christ went into 
Joseph’s new tomb, He knocked the 
bottom out of hell, banged the gates 
down, wrenched the keys out of the 
devil’s hand, and went and preached 
to the spirits. He conquered hell, and 
I want to tell you now that the spell 
has been broken ever since. Jesus did 
not beg His way back through the 
grave; no sir, it was a determinate 
counsel that planned His trip. He 
conquered death, hell, and the grave. 

For four thousand years the world 
had been wrapped in mystery and 
darkness. Every devil recoiled as He 
went to the outposts of hell with this 
text, “The seed of the woman shall 
bruise the serpent’s head.” 

Jesus was not forced to do it. He 
did it of His own accord. An angel 
came down and rolled the stone away 
from the grave and sat upon it. About 





this time, God let slip a shock of 
resurrection power that burst the bars 
of death, and Jesus came out.

THE NECESSITY. Every event in 
the history of our redemption is of 
prime importance, but no part of the 
thrilling tragedy is more essential 
than the resurrection. His crucifix- 
ion was necessary, for if He had 
not been crucified, the scriptures 
could not have been fulfilled; the vi- 
olated law could not have been satis- 
fied, and the holiness and justice of 
God could not have been manifested, 
but no less essential was His resurrec- 
tion. Without this, His crucifixion 
would have been in vain. 

Paul says, “If Christ be not risen, 
then is our preaching vain, and your 
faith is also vain,” 1 Cor. 15:14.

JOHNNIE OWENS’ MISSIONARY 
WORK 


Dear Brother Bright: 


A few weeks ago our dear Brother 
G. R. Watson, pastor of the Riverside 
Church, visited in Cleveland. While 
there he said you told him if we would 
send you a letter about the missionary 
work you would publish it. There is 
much I should like to tell but space 
would not permit, so I’m just going 
to enclose a letter I received from 
one of our missionaries, Rev. W. R. 
Franks, P. O. Box 941, Nassau, Ba- 
hamas, in regard to the new church 
that was erected and dedicated there. 
Also, I am enclosing a picture of the 
building. 

Brother Bright, if in your article 
you publish you would urge the people 
to mail me their old Evangels, Light- 
ed Pathways, and Sunday School lit- 
erature, it would be a great help to 
me. We have been doing this kind of 
work now for about three and one- 
half years. We have fifteen mission 
buildings in progress—two of these 
are completed. We are sending help to 
twenty-two different countries and 
islands. We have mailed more than 
nine hundred boxes. The postage 
alone, on these boxes, has cost more 
than $2,000. (A large part of this has 
been raised through selling various 
articles, such as soap, cakes, candy, 
etc.) It takes a lot of thought and 
time. I work, but I go early in the 
morning to pack my boxes and get 
them in the post office before work 
time. The postage is very high; we pay 
$3.08 to send twenty-two pounds, but 
thus far God has supplied every need 
through prayer. 

Our dear pastor, Rev. G. R. Watson, 
and his precious wife are so very en- 
couraging to me in this work. I do 
praise God for them.

“I long to know Christ and the 
power which is in his resurrection, 
and to share in his suffering and die 
even as he died, in the hope that I 
may attain to the resurrection from 
the dead.” 

Isa. 53:11, “He shall -see of the 
travail of his soul, and shall be satis- 
fed: by his knowledge shall my right- 
eous servant justify many; for he 
shall bear their iniquities.” 


INTRODUCTION: Our Lord was 
willing to die, and why could not God 
take his will, wave the demand of 
death, and still save us? The atone- 
ment could not remain pending. All 
was determined beforehand. A bitter 
cup was being pressed to His lips; 
He must drink, “Lo, I come (in the 
volume of the book it is written of 
me) to do thy will, O God,” Heb. 10:7. 
Let us meditate on the actual sacrifice 
of our Lord upon Golgotha’s brow. 
Was not Enoch, Noah, Abraham, Is- 
rael, David, and Isaiah already justi- 
fied? Was not their salvation a faith 
in the coming Messiah? In Heb. 9:15, 
we find that “he is the mediator of 
the new testament that. by means of 
death, for the redemption of the 
transgressions that were under the 
first testament, they which were 
called may receive the promise of 
eternal inheritance. And _ without 
shedding of blood is no remission.” 


1. In the Fellowship of His 
Suffering 

Adam Clarke said that Christ died 
not only as a victim for sin, but as a 
martyr to the truth. This great apos- 
tle longed to share in His suffering 
and die even as He died. Paul wished 
to imitate Him. The disciples slept on 
their watch in Gethsemane while the 
drops of agony distilled upon the 
Master’s brow. The Lord’s Supper was 
instituted; the farewell discourses and 
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the intercessory prayer was delivered; 
the closing hymn was sung; and the 
little band made its sad and silent 
journey to Gethsemane. 

Heb. 5:7 says, “Who in the days of 
his flesh, when he had offered up 
prayers and supplications with strong 
crying and tears unto him that was 
able to save him from death, and was 
heard in that he feared; though he 
were a Son, yet learned he obedience 
by the things which he suffered.” I 
do not believe that the fear of death 
could have any place in the mind of 
our Lord, or that His body was worn 
down by suffering the prospect of 
death, for death could not cause Him 
to suffer like this when He knew in 
less than three days He was to be 
restored to a life of blessedness. The 
writer of Hebrews said that He suf- 
fered from the foundation of the 
world, but once in the end He ap- 
peared to put away sin by the sacri- 
fice of Himself. 

When they came to the garden, He 
said to His disciples, “Sit ye here while 
I go and pray yonder,” and took with 
him Peter and the two sons of Zeb- 
edee and began to be sorrowful even 
unto death. “Tarry ye here and 
watch.” These three disciples were 
highly honored by Jesus. They were 
with Him on the mount of transfig- 
uration, and all of them fell asleep. 
James and John, who had let their 
ambition prompt them to seek a seat 
one on the right and the other on 
the left of their Lord, and Peter, who 
had boasted that he would never for- 
sake or deny Him, and John who had 
leaned on His breast at supper, how 
could they sleep? But Jesus said, 
“Sleep on and take your rest.” 

While the disciples slept, Jesus 
was in solitude treading the 
winepress alone. He prayed the 
same prayer three times, each 









time where the ground was al- 
ready crimson with His bloody 
sweat. He knew that in a few hours 
He would be suspended above this 
earth upon the cursed tree. Then He 
knew that in a few minutes Judas 
would betray Him with a kiss, one 
whom He had given part of this min- 
istry, and that boastful Peter would 
deny with an oath; also, that 
He was to be numbered with the 
transgressors. He quoted the 
psalmist David, and said, “They hated 
me without a cause,” yet this was not 
the cup from which Christ prayed to 
be delivered. He knew that He must 


face Calvary alone, that He was e 
an: 


break the power of sin and Sat 
He must mount the cross to bear in 
His own body the sins of all the 
world. There was no saviour to draw 
nigh and comfort Him in the trying 
hour; He must go alone. And Paul 
said, “I long to know him in the fel- 
lowship of his sufferings.” 


“Tl. In the Agony of His Death 


“If we have been planted together 
in the likeness of his death, we shall 
be also in the likeness of his resur- 
rection: knowing this, that our old 
man is crucified with him, that the 
body of sin might be destroyed, that 
henceforth we should not serve sin. 
For he that is dead is freed from sin,” 
Rom. 6:5-7. In Galatians 2:20, Paul 
said, “I am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, b 
Christ liveth in me.” 

Crucifixion was a Roman, not a 
Jewish, form of punishment. It was 
usually preceded by scourging, which, 
carried out thoroughly, left the body 
a mass of swollen and bloody flesh. 
The Roman soldiers crowned Christ 
with a wreath of thorns, mocking His 
royalty as King of the Jews, con- 
demned as a revolutionist. The cruci- 
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fied Saviour can reach a troubled 
soul or a troubled world. His death 
accomplished what his life could not 
accomplish. “If I be lifted up from 
the earth, I will draw all men unto 
me.” Only when Christ is lifted up 
can we expect Him to draw men. The 
cross was a great beginning. It is the 
birthplace of hope. The cross is the 
magnet of Christianity. It is the 
cross of Jesus Christ that makes com- 
mon people kingly. The amazing fact 
hich astounds is that the cross 
ransforms plain people into saints. 
John Bunyan would have remained a 
drinking, swearing tinker, and not 
much of a tinker, if it had not been 
for the cross. By the cross God has 
unfolded His purpose for men. Jesus 
died, and the effect of His sacrifice 
on me is the same as though I had 
been punished and punishment had 
reached its highest purpose. 


Jesus is the last word of GOD. Jesus 
gave us God. Calvary is older than 
Eden, and the plan of redemption 
preceded creation. Christ’s death was 
not an accident but part of God’s 
plan. God is looking for broken men, 
for men who have judged themselves 
in the light of the cross of Christ. 
When He wants anything done, He 
takes up men who have come to the 


@:: of themselves and whose trust 


nd confidence is not in themselves 
but in God. 


Peter slashed out with the sword. 
He was blind in unbelief, trying to 
avert the tragedy of Calvary. Peter 
was caught in a trap of his own mak- 
ing, disregarding the repeated ref- 
erences of Christ to the reality of 
the cross. Peter was now driven apart 
from the one he loved. They would 
smite Christ with the fist. His face 
would be bruised. Nevertheless, He 
would bear it all, even to the cross. 
He would not sin against the will of 
the Father. Pilate could not succeed 
in averting Calvary. The _ shouts, 
“Crucify him! Crucify him” must 
shriek from the mouths of fools. 
Scorn and insult mingled to grieve 
Him, to hurt Him in the marrow of 

is soul. They would not only cry for 

is blood, they would also lacerate 
His soul with their screams of mad- 
ness. As our High Priest and coming 
King, He hung naked and unclothed, 
on either side murderers as compan- 
ions. 

Oh, the agony of the cross! and 
yet Paul said, “Seeing we have this 
ministry, as we have received mercy, 
we faint not; for we preach not our- 
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selves, but Christ Jesus. the Lord; 
and ourselves your servants for Jesus’ 
sake. But we have this treasure in 
earthen vessels, that the excellency 
of the power may be of God, and 
not of us. We are troubled on every 
side, yet not distressed; we are per- 
plexed, but not in despair; persecuted, 
but not forsaken; cast down, but not 
destroyed; always bearing about in 
the body the dying of the Lord Jesus, 
that the life also of Jesus might be 
made manifest in our body. For we 
which live are always delivered unto 
death for Jesus’ sake, that the life 
also of Jesus might be made manifest 
in our mortal flesh.” Paul is saying, 
“There is a conflict still to maintain, 
for I have not received the prize; I 
am not yet glorified.” Paul wished to 
imitate Christ, for he said, “I am 
crucified with Christ, nevertheless I 
live.” The cross by itself is not the 
bitterest death. Innumerable others 
have suffered on a cross. No one save 
Jesus has descended into hell. He 
carried the burden of God’s wrath 
against the sin of our whole race. If 
He had not done this, He could never 
have been our Saviour. A DYING 
SAVIOUR’S LOVE, A RISEN SAV- 
IOUR’S POWER, AN ASCENDED 
SAVIOUR’S GRACE, A COMING 
SAVIOUR’S GLORY! 

Ill. In the Glory of His Resurrection 

The resurrection of our Lord is the 
way out of darkness into light, out 
of death into the glory of eternal 
life. To deny the resurrection of 
Christ is to deny the very existence 
of God. The Old Testament teaches 
that man survives death, that the 
body was laid in the grave while the 
soul passed into Sheol. 

The Old Testament saints shrank 
from Sheol as a child would from 
darkness. Psalm 88; Isaiah 38; Heze- 
kiah said, “The living praise thee, as 
I do this day; but the grave cannot 
praise thee; death cannot celebrate 
thee. They that go down into the pit 
cannot hope for thy truth.” Hezekiah 
could not see any hope beyond the 
grave. The Psalmist said, “My life 
draweth nigh unto the grave. Wilt 
thou shew wonders to the dead? Shall 
the dead arise and praise thee?” The 
Psalmist cries out in terror, “I am 
afflicted and ready to die...while I 
suffer thy terrors I am distracted 
(bewildered). Shall there be any lov- 
ingkindness declared in the grave?” 

Sheol was inhabited by both the 
righteous and the wicked, Luke 16:23- 
25. Between them was a great gulf 


fixed which they could not pass. The 
story of the rich man and Lazarus 
bears out this fact. The Old Testa- 
ment saints were not without hope. 
They believed that the Messiah would 
descend into Sheol and redeem them. 
Psa. 16:10, “For thou wilt not leave 
my soul in hell.” The Psalmist, in the 
49th Psalm, said, “God will redeem my 
soul from the power of the grave.” 
Christ said Himself, in Matt. 12:40, 
“As Jona was three days and three 
nights in the whale’s belly, so shall 
the Son of man be three days and 
three nights in the heart of the 
earth.” Christ delivered the Old Tes- 
taments saints who kept the law and 
lived by it, like Abraham who went 
out looking for a city with foundation 
whose builder and maker was God. 
In Eph. 4:8-10, Paul said that Christ 
led captivity captive and gave gifts 
to men. He that ascended also de- 
scended first into the lower parts of 
the earth. Simon Peter stated that 
He went and preached unto the spir- 
its in prison. When Christ led cap- 
tivity captive, He left the wicked on 
the other side of the gulf. Many of the 
Old Testament saints were glorified 
with Christ, walked the streets of the 
city, and were seen by many. 

Paradise has changed its location, 
to the heavenlies. Christ’s resurrec- 
tion brought about a great change for 
all mankind. No wonder Paul said, 
“Death is swallowed up in victory. 
O death, where is thy sting? O grave, 
where is thy victory?” I am thank- 
ing God because Christ took the sting 
out of death and paved the way for 
me. No wonder Paul said, “I long to 
know him in the power of his resur- 
rection.” To share with Him in His 
glory, I must share with Him in His 
suffering. Sometimes I don’t under- 
stand this great mystery, neither did 
the disciples on the road to Emmaus. 
Christ said unto them, “Ought not 
Christ to have suffered these things, 
and to enter into his glory?” And 
beginning at Moses and the prophets, 
He expounded unto them in all the 
scriptures the things concerning Him- 
self. 

The beginning of folly is to forget 
the Saviour’s cross. That is the first 
step in backsliding. Looking to the 
cross, we are safe amid all evil 
power; but if the cross loses its in- 
fluence and fails to hold and rule our 
souls, we are at the mercy of every 
wind of doctrine, and we can’t hope 
to have a part in His resurrection

Let me adorn you with a meek, quiet, 
righteous and blood-washed spirit’’? 
All the cheap, flashy, tawdry jewels— 
profession and_ self-righteousness— 
fade before the beauty of that one 
lone Rose of Sharon. Through the 
bleeding and dying, yet blooming, 
blood-red Rose on Calvary, God says 
to a wayward world, “I love you, love 
you so much that I gave my Son to 
die for you; plucked the apple of my 
eye from out of its place and made 
salvation yours—fragrantly, beauti- 
fully, glowingly yours for the taking.” 

The rose has always been a symbol 
of beauty and loveliness—the king of 
all flowers. So Jesus is the King of 
Glory, the crushed Rose of Roses, 
The more you crush a rose, the more 
fragrant it becomes. Continue to crush 
it and a wondrous bottle of perfume 
will be wrought thereby. O Jesus! 
Jesus! Jesus! Sweetest name I know! 
They took Him, the beautiful Rose, 
the King of Glory and planted Him 
upon the hill of Golgotha’s ugly brow, 
and they bruised Him; but as they 
bruised Him, the sweet, beautiful, 


glorious fragrance floated out over 
the whole world. By blooming there, 
He transformed the stark ugliness of 
that hill of horror into a garden of 
glory and a garden of love. Can you 
not get a vision of it? It seems that I 
can detect the perfume even now as 
His garments brush by me. Beautifui, 
beautiful Christ of Calvary! S. of Sol. 
2:4, “He brought me to the banquet- 
ing house, and his banner over: me 
was love.” The more they crushed 
Him, the more He said, “Father, for- 
give them; for they know not what 
they do.” He is the Rose without a 
thorn; He is the joy without alloy; 
He is. the one altogether lovely, the 
fairest of ten thousand to my heart. 

It is through Calvary’s Rose we see 
the story unfolding. Oh, it is through 
the unfolding of the second petal we 
see the dawning of that long day 
known as “black Friday.” Indeed to 
those mourning friends of Jesus, the 
Rose of Sharon, that afternoon was 
dark and without glory. But “black 
Friday” has been changed to Good 
Friday because of the halo of glory 
around its events.

to grasp the great significance of His 
words. They mourned Him as one 
dead and lost to them. How long that 
Saturday, or Sabbath, must have 
seemed to their weary hearts! But at 
last it dragged itself by, and, as the 
first light of dawn came over the hill 
and across the city, the women s9 
loyally and faithfully kept their vigil 
by the cross and, followed by Joseph, 
Nicodemus, and John to the burial 
of their Master, brought with them 
precious spices and came again to the 
tomb to pay a\ further tribute of love 
to the body of this Rose of Sharon. 
But great things had been transpir- 
ing since last they saw it. Spurgeon 
says that when the sacrifice of Christ 
was finished, and He had paid the 
ransom price to redeem us from under 
the law, that price was presented 
before the Father’s judgment seat. 
He looked at it and was content. It 
was too solemn a matter to be hur- 
ried over. Three days were taken that 
the ransom price might be counted 
out and its value fully estimated. Can 
you not imagine the scene as the 
angels looked and admired it? The 
spirits of the just came and examined 
it and wondered and were delighted. 
The devils in hell could not say one

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The Resurrection of the Body 


W. L. MYERS, BOX 165, ROCKMART, GA. 


Job 19:26 shows that this very same 
body will be resurrected. “And though 


after my skin worms destroy this. 


body, yet in my flesh shall I see God.” 


Luke 24:39 shows that Jesus had a 
body of flesh and bones after His res- 
urrection. Philippians 3:21 shows 
Jesus, at His second coming, “shall 
change our vile body, that it may be 
fashioned like unto his glorious body, 
according ‘to the working whereby he 
is able even to subdue all things un- 
to himself.” At the resurrection the 
bodies of the resurrected saints will 
be just like the bodies of the living 
saints. Note, “whereby he is able” to 
bring these same bodies out of the 
dust; and we can say with the Mas- 
ter, “Handle me, and see; for a spirit 
hath not flesh and bones, as ye see 
me have.” 

1 Corinthians 15:50 has been mis- 
understood by many. It is the cor- 
ruptible “flesh and blood” that can 
not inherit the kingdom of God. These 
vile bodies which are subject to dis- 
ease, injury, and decay at last, will 
put on the garment of incorruption 
and will be like His glorious body. 
“And the inhabitant shall not say, I 
am sick.” (Isaiah 33:24) The resur- 
rected body still will be a _ body, 
though spiritual, substantially retain- 
ing the personal identity, as is proved 
by Luke 24:39. 

Our bodies may be reduced to dust 
or ashes, yet, as is shown in Daniel 
12:2, “Them that sleep in the dust 
of the earth shall awake.” Our bodies 
may fall into the sea and be devoured 
by the sea animals; they may carry 
them into the caverns and undersea 
chambers and disgorge them, yet, ac- 
cording to the Bible, the sea will give 
up the dead which is in it. 

There is further proof, in Psalms 
17:15, that we shall have a body like 
the resurrected body of Christ. “As 
for me, I will behold thy face in 
righteousness: I shall be satisfied, 
when I awake, with thy likeness.” 
Again, “Beloved, now are we the sons 
of God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be: but we know that, 
when he shall appear, we shall be like 
him; for we shall see him as a 
is,” 1 John 3:2. 


But will our resurrected bodies be ne mus,” 
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capable of being touched? According 
to the Bible, we shall have the five 
senses: sight, hearing, smell, taste, 
and touch. Having the five senses will 
make heaven real. A tangible hand 
shake with Jesus will give me supreme 
happiness and perfect felicity; and, 
too, my mother will embrace me with 
all the rapture of heavenly love. De- 
parted friends will greet me with their 
fervent congratulations! 

It is shown in 1 Corinthians 15:44 
that our resurrected bodies will be 
spiritual bodies. This does not mean 
that our bodies will be changed into 
spirits: this would be a contradiction 
of other passages; it would be the 








LEARNED WRITER SAYS 
“FRIDAY” 
Sir: 


We are sure Christ was laid in the ove 
shortly before the Sabbath came on. 
Hebrews counted this short time as one én 
night, or, as we say, Friday, Nisan 15. He lay 
all the Sabbath, Nisan 16, in the grave and 


* then again part of Nisan 17, and this latter 


part was counted a day-night also. Therefore, 
according to their calendaring, Jesus lay 
in the grave three days and three nights, 
Nisan 16, 17. The usage of the Hebrews in 
counting calendar days forbids us to read 
our conception of counting time into their 
way of calendaring. This would make our 
conception of the Bible words super-literal. 

Mr. Martin dated Christ’s crucifixion ac- 
cording to our present calendar: April 7, 30 
A. D. This is presumed to be the date figured 
by astronomers. Astronomy is the most exact 
science in counting time...but there is an 
error in this astronomical dating. 

The Latin writer Lactantius in his “Insti- 
tutiones” first dated Christ’s crucifixion 
March 25, 30 A. D., according to the symboliz- 
ing of the church fathers. Later, in his book 
“De Martyribus Palaestinae,” he changed the 
date to April 10, 30 A. D., adding “Ut 
Legimus, chapter 2.” This divergence is ex- 
plained by that fact that Lactantius became 
tutor to one of Constantine’s sons and lived 
in the emperor’s palace. There he had access 
to the archives of the Roman government, 
and from the fact that “Ut Legimus” means: 
“I read thus in Pilate’s report to Tiberius,” 
we gather that the latter date is not tradi- 
tion but actual history as it was recorded. 

Astronomers date Constantine’s birthday 
June 25, 325 A. D., as Sunday which is his- 
torically correct. Astronomers know that in 
325 A. D., date of the vernal equinox was 
changed from March 25 to March 21 and the 
whole year was ordered accordingly. Because 
of this change four dates had to be deleted 
from the calendar of that year. This was done 
at the time of Constantine’s birthday, with 
June 21 to June 24 being deleted. So in 
825 after Saturday, June 20, there followed 
Sunday, June 25! 

Astronomers know of this change back in 
325 A. D., but neglect to delete those four 
dates. If you have an astronomer friend, tell 
him of my remarks and ask him to recount 
the days from Saturday, June 20, 325 A. D., 
down to the date of Christ’s crucifixion, and 
he will almost be bewildered in finding that 
Lactantius’ second date is not only historical- 
ly but astronomically correct. Furthermore, he 
will be able to find correct dates for sun 
and moon eclipses before June 20, 325, a 
Saturday. I deem this sufficient to prove that 
Lactantius’ latter date of the crucifixion is 
historical since, according to his “Ut Legi- 
it is copied from Pilate’s report. 
—Agricol

From 1 Corinthians 14:51-54 we 
learn that at the coming of the Lord 
the bodies of the living saints will be 
changed from mortal to immortal. 
Then we can shout, “O grave, where 
is thy victory?” 

It is clear to my mind that at the 
resurrection of our bodies our souls 
will be reunited to our bodies, and 
young with eternal life we shall bound 
along the golden streets forever.

nations, held at least a hazy and confused idea of life 
after death, but now that Christ has risen and has proved 
beyond any reasonable doubt that He is actually alive, 
there is no more uncertainty in their minds about im- 
mortality, for He had brought life and immortality to 
light (2 Tim. 1:10). No doubt their minds reflected with 
new inspiration, and certainly great understanding, on 
the resurrection of Jairus’ daughter, the resurrection of 
the widow’s son at Nain, and especially the resurrection 
of Lazarus. Especially did His words ring in their ears 
clear and strong again, “I am the resurrection and the 


life; he that believeth in me, though he were dead yet 
shall he live; and whosoever liveth and believeth in me 
shall never die.” They also remembered His words, “I 
lay down my life that I might take it again...I have 
power to lay it down, and I have power to take it again,” 
John 10:17, 18. He fulfilled this statement and gave to 
His disciples, as He has given to the saints of all ages, His 
own resurrection as the guaranty of theirs and ours: 
“Because I live, ye shall live also.”
